RULES. 


1.  The  Society  shall  be  called  "  The  SrssEx  Eecoed  Society," 
and  its  object  shall  be  to  transcribe  and  publish  documents  relating 
to  the  County. 

2.  The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  managed  by  a  Council, 
which  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice-Presidents,  the  Secretary, 
the  Literary  Director,  the  Treasurer  and  Twelve  Members,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting.  Three 
Members  of  the  Council  shall  form  a  quorum. 

3.  Every  Candidate  for  Membership  on  being  nominated  by  a 
Member,  to  whom  he  is  personally  known,  shall  be  admitted  by  the 
Secretary  on  payment  of  his  subscription. 

4.  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  elect  as  an  Honorary 
Member  outside  the  County  any  person  likely  to  promote  the 
interests  of  the  Society. 

5.  The  Annual  Subscription  shall  be  One  Guinea,  payable  on 
election,  and  afterwards  on  the  1st  of  January  in  each  year,  entitling 
to  all  publications  issued  during  the  year,  but  no  Volumes  will  be 
sent  to  Members  w^hose  Subscription  is  in  arrear.  Any  Member 
intending  to  withdraw  his  name  from  the  Society  shall  give  notice 
in  writing  to  the  Secretary  on  or  before  the  1st  of  January  in  any 
year  of  his  intention  to  do  so,  otherwise  he  shall  be  liable  for  the 
current  year's  subscription.  The  Council  shall  have  power  at  its 
discretion  to  remove  the  name  of  any  Member  Avho  is  more  than 
one  year  in  arrear  of  his  subscription. 

6.  The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Members  shall  be  held 
at  Lewes  in  February  of  every  year.

REPORT 


Presented  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  20th  March,  1907. 
 ^  

The  5tli  Volume  of  the  Society's  publications  has  been  issued 
to  the  members.  It  is  a  Eeturn  of  the  Names  of  all  those  in 
West  Sussex  who  made  the  Protestation  of  loyalty  to  the  Reformed 
Religion,  as  ordered  by  the  House  of  Commons  in  1642.  The 
thanks  of  the  Society  are  due  to  Me.  R.  Gaeraway  Rice,  R.S.A., 
who  has  transcribed  and  edited  it,  and  has  added  a  useful  explana- 
tory Introduction.    It  forms  the  Volume  for  1905. 

The  Council  have  the  pleasure  of  announcing  that  owing  to  fresh 
printing  arrangements  which  have  been  made  the  Volume  for  1906 
has  been  in  course  of  printing  concurrently  with  that  for  1905.  This 
Volume  contains  a  continuation  of  the  Marriage  Licences  in  the 
Archdeaconry  of  Lewes,  which  formed  the  Society's  Volume  I.,  and 
is  being  carried  out  by  Mr.  E.  H.  W.  Dunkin,  R.S.A.  It  is  already 
completely  printed  and  will  be  issued  in  the  course  of  next  month. 

Instead  of  the  Poll  Tax  for  the  Rape  of  Chichester,  mentioned 
in  last  year's  Report,  the  Council  have  arranged  to  continue 
Mr.  Salzmann's  Sussex  Feet  of  Fines,  as  commenced  in  Volume  II. 
It  will  be  at  once  begun,  and  the  Council  wish,  if  possible,  to  issue 
it  during  the  present  year. 

Peebendaey  Deedes  is  preparing  a  Volume  comj)iled  from  the 
Episcopal  Register  of  Bishop  R.  Reade,  which,  as  at  present 
proposed,  will  be  issued  as  the  Volume  for  1908. 

The  Council  regret  that  the  number  of  members  does  not  increase. 
It  is  with  all  the  more  gratitude  that  they  have  to  record  a  third 
generous  donation,  for  1907,  consisting  of  £25,  from  Mr.  HENRr 
"Wagner,  F.S.A.  These  invaluable  gifts  (now  reaching  the  sum 
of  £75)  have  been  intentionally  given  with  the  object  of  assisting 
the  Society  through  the  unavoidable  difficulties  of  its  early  career. 
It  is  hoped  that  his  example  may  stimulate  others  to  ensure  the 
permanent  success  of  the  Society's  work.

PREFACE. 


npHIS  volume  is  in  continuation  of  the  Calendar  of 
Marriage  Licences  issued  as  Vol.  I.  of  the  Sussex 
Record  Society's  Publications,  and  is  made  on  the  same 
plan.  It  contains  condensed  entries  of  licences  from  four 
contemporary  Act  Books  of  the  Consistory  Court  for  the 
Archdeaconry  of  Lewes,  marked — 

E.  3,    27  August,  1670,  to  1  March,  1681-2. 

E.  4,    28  March,  1682,  to  29  April,  1688. 

E.  5,    21  May,  1688,  to  23  March,  1701-2. 

E.  6,    28  March,  1702,  to  17  March,  1728-9. 
After  this  date  there  are  no  records  of  licences  until  1764, 
for  which  year  a  bundle  of  bonds  is  preserved. 

Commencing  on  p.  266  are  the  licences  issued  under  the 
seal  of  the  Archbishop's  Peculiar  Court  of  South  Mailing. 
These  are  recorded  in  the  Acts  of  that  Court,  comprised  in 
six  volumes  and  numbered — 

C.  1,  2  May,  1620,  to  24  March,  1669-70. 

C.  2,  12  April,  1670,  to  23  January,  1681-2. 

C.  3,  17  April,  1682,  to  12  March,  1687-8. 

C.  4,  17  May,  1688,  to  1  April,  1692. 

C.  5,  4  October,  1692,  to  26  September,  1721. 

C.  6,  1  April,  1692,  to  22  December,  1732. 

It  will  be  unnecessary  to  repeat  the  prefatory  remarks 
made  in  the  previous  volume,  but  for  the  convenience  of 
those  using  this  book  independently  of  the  other,  it  may  be 
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PREFACE. 


stated  that  tho  place-name  within  brackets  at  the  end  of 
a  trreat  number  of  entries  indicates  the  parish  church  in 
which  the  marriage  was  to  be  solemnized.  It  must  be  borne 
in  mind,  lio weaver,  that  these  licences  do  not  prove  that  a 
marriaoe  actuiJly  took  place,  but  only  afford  a  clue,  other- 
wise unobtainable.  Although  a  few  licences  were  taken  out 
and  no  marriage  solemnized,  the  far  greater  number  were 
duly  made  use  of,  as  the  registers  of  the  respective  parishes, 
if  examined,  would  show. 

I  may  add  that  at  the  request  of  the  Council  I  have 
consented  to  prepare  for  the  press  my  Calendar  of  Marriage 
Licences  for  the  Archdeaconry  of  Chichester  and  the  Dean's 
and  Archbishop's  Peculiars.  These  licences,  which  refer 
chiefly  to  West  Sussex  parishes,  will  appear  in  future 
volumes  issued  by  the  Society.
